The EBARC General Meeting was held 
November 13, 2020, virtually, via the Zoom 
internet conferencing application as a result of 
COVID 19 pandemic restrictions. 25 members 
attended. Jay was the Zoom control. The 
President called the meeting to order at 7:35 
p.m. 


Self Introductions: Name, callsign, location. 
Officer Reports: 


1st VP: Katie reported that Bridgett Harwood 
would be giving a presentation about meteor 
scatter. The December meeting will be a 
Holiday Special. 


3rd VP: No new members last month. 
Prepared and issued the November Blown 
Fuse. Deadline for next issue is November 24. 
Articles needed. No VE Test sessions in 
Oakland scheduled 2021 due to the pandemic 
restrictions. 2021 EBARC officer election 
ballots will be mailed to members in the next 
day or three along with membership renewals. 
Ballots need to be in the EBARC PO box by 
December 7th, 2020. 


Treasurer: Income this month includes; $0.02 
from interest in club checking account; $7.50 
from member Shayna Friedman; and $57.97 
from CD interest.

Presentation: 


Bridgett Harwood, gave a presentation about 
meteor showers and how they create radio 
signal propagation opportunities known as 
“Sporadic E” in the portion of the ionosphere 
designated as the E layer. She cited the 
BRAMS-Belgian RAdio Meteor Station network 
as a group that collects radio signal data and 
reports it in the form of spectrograms that help 
people determine power level of a discovered 
signal relative to a base beacon frequency. 
Spectrograms are good tools to determine 
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meteor showers. Bridgett cited zooniverse.org, 
and ARRL books Now Your Turn, and the 
Amateur Extra License Exam Prep Manual as 
references. 


Eric Thompson reported that November is the 
time of year for a regular meteor shower known 
as the Leonids. The peak is expected to occur 
11/16/2020. December has the Perseids 
meteor shower. 


Rick Taft reported that earlier in August he was 
in the Delta taking photographs of the Geminid 
meteor shower as well as of a comet. Rick 
shared a few images with the group. He also 
mentioned resources such as pingjockey.net, 
photopills.com, and skysafariastronomy.com 
that he uses to assist in finding and 
documenting meteor shower events. 


Martin Rothfield indicated he was 
professionally active dealing with meteor 
activity in the past. He suggested 
meteors.com as a resource. 


Alvin Todd reported that Highway 128 near 
Lake Berryessa is sufficiently dark to offer up a 
great venue for viewing meteor showers. 


Meeting adjourned 8:45 p.m., until December 
11, 2020.
